The Board of Health does not 
plan to sponsor a free clinic for 
Salk polio vaccine, 

In response to many requests 
for information about the avail- 
ability of the vaccine, and its 
administration through a town- 
Sponsored clinic, the Board has 
Statement: 

“The Andover Board of Health 
has received numerous inquiries 
relative to the advisability of a 
inocculation of Salk Po- 
liomyelitis Vaccine. Since it is 
impossible to forecast the degree 
or duration of immunity presentl, 
obtained from the three poliomye- 
litis vaccine inocculations given 
three years ago, the Andover 
Board of Health feels that some 
individuals may need a ‘booster 
dose’ of the vaccine at this time. 
Individuals who have never been 
immunized against poliomyelitis 
are urged to see their family 
physician and arrange this 
protection,

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Blue Laws Need Revision 


Massachusetts ‘‘Blue Laws’’, though considered by 


many to be foolish and unnecessary, and out of date with 
the times, remain stubbormly on the books. And as long as 
they are in force, police must uphold them. 

This is a basis for complaint, we understand, by the 
Massachusetts Farm Bureau federation, which claims 
farmers in the state may be stopped from working on Sun- 
day, if a complaint is lodged with the police. The Federa- 
tion points out that it is perfectly legal, even accepted in 
most communities, to play baseball, mow the grass, fish 
or play golf, on Sundays. 

Commenting on the fact that five or six days of rain 
during the week might force the farmer to work Sunday, 
the Federation suggests that every time it tries to have 
amendments to the “‘Blue Laws’”’ enacted, opponents flock 
to the state house to object. 

One interesting quotation, taken from Blackstone’s 
Commentaries, on the reasons why there should be no 
Sunday work, is quoted thusly by the Federation: 

“. , . .Beside the indecency and scandal of permitting 
any regular business to be publicly transacted on that... 
the keeping of this day as a time of relaxation is of ad- 
mirable service to a state, considered merely as a civil 
institution. It humanizes, by the help of conversation and 
society, the manners of the lower classes, which Would 
otherwise degenerate into a wild ferocity and savage sel- 
fishness of spirit; it enables the industrious workman to 
pursue his occupation during the ensuing week with health 
and cheerfulness; it imprints on the minds of the people 
that sense of their duty to their God, so necessary to 
make them good citizens, but which would be defaced by 
an unremitted continuance of labor, without any stated 
time to recall them to the worship of their Maker. . . .”’ 

While we don’t propose to enter into a dispute over the 
question of the types of activities that are permissible on 
Sundays, it appears that certainly some persons, in spe- 
cial occupations, may have a legitimate complaint against 
the old-time laws, Perhaps it is time for a serious-minded 
Legislature to examine them thoroughly and amend at 
least some of the restrictive laws that may be harming 
citizens of the state. 


All We Need Is Service 


It seems to us that there’s a lot of fiddle faddle over 
the bus situation, while the persons who are really in- 
jured by the long lapse of service remain essentially 
ignored, 

After all, the riders are the ones most affected by the 
lack of service. And it matters very little, to most of 
them, how service is restored. They are not concerned 
with state laws, which might be amended to control the 
situation; they remain unimpressed by lengthy DPW hear- 
ings over possible transfers of operating rights. 

All the riders want is some service, and fast. 

Despite the necessity for making temporary arrange- 
ments during the no-bus period, many riders would prefer 
to take the bus than to remain in car pools, or to drive 
their own vehicles to work. Others would prefer to take 
the bus for a variety of reasons, even though they now 
make other arrangements because buses are unavailable, 

It seems to us that the time for establishing blame has 
gone by; the time for bickering between companies and 
unions has passed, 

This is the time for swift renewal of bus service, with 
the convenience of the passengers taking precedence over 
anything else. Let’s get at it.

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In June, 1961, it will be possi- 
ble to drive from the New Hamp- 
Shire State line to Medford in 
about 30 to 32 minutes, State 
Public Works Commissioner An- 
thony N. DiNatale has disclosed. 

That is the date on which inter- 
state Route 93, a 26mile bee-line 
Super-highway, will be completed 
at a cost of about $80 million. 
Eventually, this limited access 
expressway will be linked with 
the Boston Inner Belt Highway. 

To speed up the completion of 
the expressway, Commissioner 
DiNatale reported, 11 different 
sections of the artery are now 
Simultaneously under construction. 

Not only will motorists from 
New Hampshire be able to reach 
Medford and Boston quickly, easily 
and without delay, when the artery 
is placed in use in about two 
years, but it also will be a boon 
to persons living in such commu- 
nities as Stoneham, Woburn, Win- 
chester, Reading, Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Andover, Methuen, and 
Lawrence. 

A loop will skirt Lawrence, not 
only diverting through travel and 
relieving traffic congestion in 
that city but also opening new 
areas for possible industrial 
development, Commissioner  Di- 
Natale stated, 

A speed of 55 miles an hour will 
be permitted on the expressway 
which will have eight lanes from 
Medford to the Wilmington line and 
six lanes from Wilmington to the 
New Hampshire line. 

As part of the huge project a 
new steel bridge is being built 
over the Merrimac River in West 
Andover at a cost of $2.5 million. 

The section of the highway in 
Methuen will cost about $6,250,000, 
that in Andover approximately 
$3,500,000. 


As an example of the magnitude | 


of the project, Commissioner Di- 
Natale disclosed that before the 
job is completed 5,659,755 cubic 
yards of rock and earth and 2,363,- 
200 cubic yards of peat will be 
removed to make way for the ex- 
pressway,. 

Commissioner DiNatale, who 


expressed satisfaction with the | 
progress achieved to date, asserted | 


that everything is beinz done to 
complete the expressway at the 
earliest possible date, 

He said that some sections of 
the artery will be completed be- 
fore June, 1961, but these will be 
open only for local travel since 
other parts of the highway will 
still be under construction.

New Art Book 

Among the finer books added 
recently to the library is Will 
Grohmann’s **Kandinsky”, a study 
of the life and work of a Russian 
professor of law who, at the age 
of thirty, gave up his law to 
devote himself entirely to paint- 
ing. He was a pioneer of abstract 
art who, in 1910, produced the 
first picture devoid of obvious 
reference to reality. He was a 
high official and founder of 
museums in the Russia of Lenin, 
but was forced to emigrate when 
the Soviets began to attack modern 
art. He was forced to leave Ser 
many when the Nazis took over, 
and spent the last ten years of 
his lite in Paris, admired greatly 
by his fellow artists, Arp, De 
launay, Miro, and Lezer. 

Although in the matter of time 
he belonged to the post-impressio- 
nist zeneration, Kindinsky treed 
his work from subject matter until 
he arrived at a mode of expression 
which applied line and color much 
in the manner that tones are used 
in music. He aimed to ‘express 
mystery in mystery’’, by balancing 
shapes in colors. 

Dr. Grohmann had made good 
use of Kandinsky’s letters t 
supply information about the man 
and his attitude towards jis work. 
He makes the reader of this book 
understand Kandinsky’s credo 
that art, just as nature, creates 
forms for its purposes, and thal 
the true artist always invents, 
never reproduces. - ;
